reoomad together and were apparently
good friends, One day Killembeok em-
bezzled some money belonging to the
company. Ho left Newark and 1 never
saw him again. The Singer company
had a warrant Jssued for his arrest,
but the police failed to capture him,
Killenbeck evidently went to New York
und changed hls name to King, TE
you write to the munagers of the mn-
chine company you wil find out thot
what 1 tell you about Killenbeck Is
true,

CONDITION OF
THE MILK SUPPLY

Report Made by Special Agent ol De-
pariment of Agriculture.

RESULT OF INSPECTION OF SAMPLES
Report Covering nn Annlysis of 350
Samples Shows That the Milk of
Scramton, Erie, York and Reading
Is Superior to That Consumed by

Harvisburg and the Allegheny
Reglon,
Harrisburg, Jan. 16.—<Dr, M, E. Mec-

Donnell, specinl agent of the state de-
partment of agriculture, has submitted
to Becretary Edge a report covering
an antlysls of 360 samples of mitk se-
lected in Philadeiphin, Plttsburg, Alle-
gheny, Reading, York, Harvisburg, Al-
toonn, Erle, Seranton, Willlamsport
und New York. Secretary Edge says
the resuits of the doctor's examination
shonld call the attention of milk deal-
ers and producers to the great imports
ance of protedting milk sappliss from
cuntagion and contamination. The
worst milk was found In Pittsbarg,
while In Phlladelphin and New York
the supply was found to be remark-
ably good

Dr. McDonnell recommends that in-
spoctiona be made of the milk supplivs
In all the clties of Penneylvania. *“In
addition,” he adda, “Pittsburg and
Harrisburg ave in especial need of dairy
inspections, The milk of Scranton,
Erle, York and Heading s much better
than that of Pltteburg, Altoona, Alles
 gheny and Harrisburg, While there is
practically the same number of organ-
isms in the milk of Altoona and Har-
risburg as In that of Philadelphia and
Noew York the age of milk received by
the latter cities s considerably great-
er when recelved by the patrons and
the large number of organisma found
in the fresh milk certainly shows a lack
of cleanliness,””

BiG RECEIPTS FROM CUSTOMS.

Are Likely to Reach Nearly 815,000,
000 in the Present Month.

Washington, Jan. 16.—Indications are
now strong that the expectations and
estimates of Chalrman Dingley of the
wavs and means committes in regard
1o the customs receipts of this month
will be fully realized, and that the In-
crease over the preceding month will
he heavy. The recelipts from customs
for the first fifteen days of the culrent
month (two of which were Sundays,
while one was a legal holiday) amount-
ed to $7,120,000, which was $1,176,000
more than the recelpts in the firat
fifleen davs of January, 1867, They
aleo exceeded by §1,410,625 the total for
the fifteen days of December, 1887, two
of which were Sundays.

If the dally average of customs re-
celpts for the remainder of the month
ig as high as that of the fAret Aifteen
days, the total will reach nearly $15,-
000,000, or aboutr $2.300,000 In excess of
the total of December, 1887, and about
$2.800,000 in excess of the January total
of 1807,
